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SPC TLIGHT on BOB GUGGENHEIMER 


When Bob Guggenheimer, ‘43, 
watched the cows graze in Major 
Roller’s meadow behind the Big 
Barracks, he had no idea that one 
day, he would be facing the male 
of the species in a bull ring. 

Bob grew up in Baltimore, and 
finished AMA in the middie of World 
War II. He enlisted in the Navy, and 
after the War, graduated from Tulane. 
Bob went on to The Sorbonne and to 
the University of Madrid. He married a 
Spanish lady, and became a foreign 
correspondent for the International 
News Service (INS) in Madrid. 

The sports beat 

The INS Bureau Chief told Bob to 
cover Spain's economy, social life, 
and sports. “! was delighted with 
economic and social news, but | knew 
nothing about soccer and bull- 
fighting,” Bob recalls. He got an 
official card that permitted him to 
attend all the fights in Real Madrid 
and Atletico Madrid, but he had no 
stomach for the sport. 

His editor let it be 
known that Bob was not 
going to get out of cover- 
ing the bullfights, so one 
Sunday, Bob attended a 
fight. “| was sickened by 
the whole thing and cer- 
tainly knew nothing about 
what was taking place,” 
he says. “But | had to do 
my job." 

One of Bob's Spanish 
colleagues had a friend 
who was willing to teach 
Bob all about bullfighting. 


with their sport. One of the toreros 
who befriended Bob was Luis Miguel 
Dominguin. Bob would go to Toledo 
with Luis Miguel where he met many 
bullfighters, and picked up tips on how 
to overcome the male bovines of 
Spain. At Luis Miguel's urging, Bob 
fought a few times at local festivals. 

The big time 

But Luis Miguel told Bob that he 
would never know what bullfighting 
was all about unless he fought pro- 
fessionally. “/ told him | might do it 
some day, but | would never use my 
own name if | did,” Bob recalls. 

Early one Monday morning, Bob's 
phone rang. The caller said he was a 
newspaperman who wanted to inter- 
view Bob about his fight in the Madrid 
ting that weekend. Bob thought it was 
a joke, until he received a second 
press call 

When he got to his office that 
morning, he was greeted with huge 
posters that proclaimed, “The brave 
North American bullfighter Mister 
Robert Guggenhimer will appear in

The ring was completely sold out, 
but Bob thought “they are coming to 
laugh at me... Time/Life sent a pho- 
tographer... Luckily, my 
wife was on vacation and 
knew nothing about it.” 

How did Bob do? “Let's 
suffice it to say that | 
was not booed. | must 
not have been too bad 
because | was offered 
another fight in Madrid, 
and a number of others 
around Spain.” 

When Bob was offered 
three fights in San 
Sebastian, “my wife put 
her foot down. ‘It's me, 


Soon, every evening after 
the shops closed in Madrid, Bob and 
his new friend would go over the art 
of the bullfight; the passes, the move- 
ments, the traditions. 
Fighting horns 
“From there,” said Bob, “we grad- 
uated to ‘fighting horns' mounted on 
wheels, and later we journeyed to bull 
farms to learn even more...” Soon, 
Bob was actually fighting young bulls. 
As time went on, Bob wrote more 
and more articles about the sport. He 
met the leading matadors, and was 
becoming comfortable with them, and 


the Monumental Bull Ring..." 
he was flabbergasted. 

“But what could | do?,” Bob asked. 
“If | backed out, | would be thought a 
coward; nevertheless, to have my first 
real professional fight in the 
‘Cathedral of Bullfighting,’ the Madrid 
ring, the most important in the world... 
was something no one in their right 
mind would do.” 

The joke was on Bob, for sure. But 
at the time, he recalls, “it seemed like 
a tragedy to me!” 


Bob says 


or the bulls!’ So, | gave 
up professional 
bullfighting, although | did continue to 
take part in festivals and the like.” 
Bob continued to write about bull- 
fighting, helped other young fighters 
get started, and was totally involved in 
bullfighting for many years. But today, 
when someone asks Bob if he ever 
fought E/ Toro, he answers, “! am 
better known for throwing the bull.” 
Today, Bob still lives in Madrid. A 
long way from Baltimore, and a long 
time since he watched the Roller 
cows grazing behind Big Barracks.
